Captain W. C. Bradburn's team cap- 

tured the lead on Friday by a total of 
29 applications which represent an 
amount of $17,650. This is a record 
amount of bonds that any one team 
has sold in a single day during the 
present drive. Captain Bradburn says 
he is out to beat his own record. .An- 
other feature of Friday's business is 
the number of applications turned In 
by Captain H. G. Morris’ team, total- 
ling 65, This is a record number of 
epplications brought in by one team 
so far, and shows an increase of 
thirteen more than any other team 
has sold in one day. These applica- 
tions represented $10,500. The record 
number of applications for the 1918 
drive was 79. This was the work of 
Captain O. R. Cameron's team in tho 
packing plant district. 
The McDougall and Victoria high 
schools have subscribed to date for 
$7,500 in 1919 bonds, which {s a very 
fine showing.

In the meantime. the attacking 
infantry got well away, advancing un- 
der a most excellent barrage. and 
reached their objective, the line of 
the Valencienges-Maubeuge railway, 
on time right behind the barrage. 

Thee fighting, during the adwance 
was heavy, esnecially around the 
houses along the Famars-Valencien- 
nes road and !n Aulnoy. The thor- 
oughness of the preparations made 
for this email but important battle is 
better ‘lluktrated by the following 
striking figures?

Canadian casualties, approximately

On the left. the left brigade of the 
Fourth Canad‘an Division had, in the 
meantime, succeeded in crossing the 
canal. Bridgeheade were established 
north of the city of Valenciennes, the 
station and the railway yards were 
seized and the engincers commenced 
the construction of bridges.

Grand Total. 
TORONTO, Oct. 31,—The grand to- 


tal of the victory loan at the close of | 


the fifth day’ of the campaign is $129,- 
781,600. This was officially reported 
by W. S. Hodgins, chairman of the 
dominion business committee, shortly 
before midnight. The grand total for 
the same period last year was $100,- 
602,150. Ontario’s grand total fs now 
$79,850,950, compared with $67,571,- 
800 last year. 

Toronto applications added $2,544,- 
950 to the loan today. Of this amount 
$1,500,000 came from special sub- 
scriptions. The grand total for To- 
ronto is now $30,500,650, against $26,- 
743,600 subscribed in the same length 
of time to the last loan,

$33,559,250, which includes $31,543,950

Order Issued by Commerce Board 
to Become Effective at 
Once 


TORONTO, Oct. 31.—Commencing 
tomorrow morning the board of com- 
merce order, made in September, re- 
quiring a general reduction in the 
wholesale price of pork products to 
the levels prevailing on March 10 last, 
becomes effective. J. S. Lundy, re- 
presentative of the attorney-general's 
department, stated tonight that he 
would institute prosecutions at once 
if the order was not obeyed. 

The order means a cut in prices 
ranging from two to fifteen cents per 
pound, the drop on the majority of 
the commodities being in the neigh- 
| borhood of five cents per pound.

SUBMARINE 
WARFARE 


Dr. Bethmann - Hollweg, Former 
German Chancellor, Witness 
Before Nitional Assembly 


COULD HANDLE AMERICA 


Relates Responsibility to People 
of Germany and Soldiers in 
the Trenches 


BPRLIN, Oct. 31.—Dr. Bethmann- 
Hollweg, German chancellor during 
the greater part of the war, spent 
nearly two hours in the witness chair 
today before the national assembly 
sub-committee, which ifs investigat- 
ing what had been the possibilities 
for bringing about peace during the 


war. 

The former chancellor said he 
sharply condemned the submurine 
warfare, but admitted the influence of 
Admiral Von Tirpitz, General Luden- 
dorf and Field Marshal Von Hinden- 
burg was so strong that the German 
people were absolutely convinced of 
ita justification, and followed their 
generals Diindly. 

His voice almost broke with emo- 
tion as Dr. Bethmann-Hollweg relat- 
ed his responsibility to the people 
at home and the soldiers ‘» the 
trenches. When he tried to oppose 
the submarine war, he sald, General 
Ludendorf telegraphed the foreign 
office after an iflapection of the west 
front, and Von Hindenburg wired 
jthat Germany would lose the cam- 
|paign and that she must have the 
submarine war. 

It was considered finally, accord- 
ing to the former chancellor, that 
even America, should she egter the 
lwar, could be handied, and the army 
authorities threw down the gauntlet 
jto the political figures who opposet 
the _ campaign.

were cut off from the schooner Reading 
were brought here today.

On October 27, 1856, the first Grand 
Trunk railway train go operate on 
the §foronto-Montreal line of that 
company, made its initial trip.

winter season there was much inter- 
jruption, When the Grand Trunk was 
l{ncorporalted, at once @ line was 
started between Montreal and Brock- 
ville. A year later it was continued 
from Brockville to Toronto 80 that 
on Oct, 27, 1856, all was in readiness 
for the first express.

Farmers throughout Manitoba, | 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, who) 
liave wheat to’sell, will be inter- 
ested in knowing that their fellow 
farmers who live within hauling 
distance of market points south of| 
the international boundary line 
are getting from 50 to 80 cents 4 
bushel more for their wheat deliv- 
ered at these points than they 
could get.at market points on the 
Canada side. While the export of 
wheat in car lots from Canada to 
the United States is prohibited, 
some arrangement has been made; 
which permits the haulage of 
wheat across the line by teams free 
of duty; and those who are able to 
haul get the benefit of the higher 
price prevailing on the United 
States side. 

Besides the actually higher mar- 
ket price received at United States 
points each dollar of money re- 
ceived by the Canadian farmer for 
his wheat in the United States is 
worth a dollar and five cents to 
him on his return to Canada. 

The government which fixes the 
maximum price paid for the Can- 
adian farmers’ wheat in Canada, 
markets the wheat as a govern- 
ment enterprise and promises to 
pay the farmer whatever it re- 
ceives in excess of the fixed price, | 
less costs of marketing. The| 
quoted valuation of these govern-| 
ment due bills varied from nothing 
to ten cents a bushel at last ac- 
counts, It would be fair then to 
offset the five cents premium on| 
United States money against the 
value of the Canadian govern- 
ment’s certificates of balance due, 
basing the average loss of the} 
Canadian farmer beeause of the) 
Canadian governmnent’s fixed price 
at 60 cents a bushel. 

If the Canadian prairie west has| 
an export surplus of 150 million 
bushels of wheat an average loss | 
of 60 cents a bushel means a total 
loss of approximately 90° million 
dollars, first to the Canadian 
farmer and next to the business, 
of Canada as a whole in this year! 
of short crop beeause of adverse | 
elimatie and other conditions. 

The United States price is fixed | 
by the world’s market, to which 
Canada has—or certainly should) 
have— access on equal terms with} 
the United States. There is a} 
fixed price in the United State’ of | 
$2.26 per bushel—-but that is a 
fixed minimum not a maximum, as | 
in Canada. The United States} 
farmer was guaranteed that price | 
two years ago, but he is permitted | 
to get as much over that amount) 
as the world’s market will pay.| 
The Canadian farmer sells under) 
a fixed maximum of $2.15. He! 
may have to take as much less. as 
the dealers say, but he must not, 
get any more—except what his 
certificate may bring next August, 
Considering that the Canadian 
millers have already received their 
supply on a basis of $2.30 a bushel 
there is a slim chance of the eer- 
tificate bringing even the ten cents | 
a bushel said to have been recently | 
offered. 

The Canadian farmer loses 60 
cents a bushel in a year when he 
needs the money more tlian he, 
ever did before——because the Can- 
adian government says he shall. 
There is no other reason. The! 
world needs the wheat of Canada 
as much as it needs that of the 
United States, and will pay as} 
much for it. It is the government} 
of Canada—not the law of supply! 
and demand, nor yet the private 
profiteer —— that robs the wheat) 
farmer of the west in this instance ;| 
and it is therepresentatives of the| 
western farmers in parliament who) 


by keeping the government in| 


power enable the robbery to be 
perpetrated. 

The government’s majority, 
comes from west not east of the! 
lakes. If the alleged representa- 
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tives of the farmers of western] 
Canada voted in the interests of' 
their constituents on this question} 
of. wheat price the goverument 
would either have to yield the 
point or.go out of power. The 
leaders from the west supporting 
the government, and most of their 
followers, are leading members of 
the Grain Growers’ and U. F. A. 
organizations which have recently 
officially entered politics osten- 
sibly to protect the special inter- 
ests of the farmers. There is no} 
reason why the farmers’ organiza-| 
tions should not go into politics if} 
they want to. But having gone 
in, the rank and file of the organi- 
zation are surely entitled to better 
results than a loss of 90 millions 
on a single year’s operations, 
which beyond argument the repre- 
sentation of the organization al- 
ready in parliament could have 
prevented. 

The policy of the government in 
fixing the price of wheat had the 
co-operation and endorsation of 
Hon. T. A. Crerar, head of the 
Grain Growers’ Grain Company, 
while he was still minister of in- 
terior. It had the endorsation of 
R. C..Henders and J. A. Maharg, 
while they were still respectively 
presidents of the Manitoba and of! 
the Saskatchewan Grain Growers’ 
Associations. It is commonly un- 
derstood that W. H. Wood, presi-; 
dent of the U.F.A., is a member of 
the'wheat board that sold to the 
Canadian millers their require- 
ments of wheat at a price of $2.30 
as compared with a world price 
that warranted nearer three dol- 
lars than two. Mr. Wood is elec- 
tioneering in the Cochrane bye- 
election against the Stewart gov- 
ernment of Alberta, presumably 
on the ground that it is the duty 
of the farmers to themselves to 
strengthen their own organization, 
But the facts of the case in regard 
to the price of wheat might very 


i well cause the farmers of Cochrane 


to question how far the organiza- 
tion which they have built up and 
are now asked to strengthen is 
being used in their interests. 


Directly, the Cochrane bye-election 


to the provincial legislature has 
nothing to do with the fixed price 
of wheat. But if the campaign of

The farmers and laborers axe 
uniting no; because they hold 
views in common, but for the sake 
of forming a Government and 
carrying on somehow. That a cer- 
tain amoun’ of forebearance to- 
ward the coalition will be shown 
because it thus rescues the Prov- 
ince from an impossible situation 
is likely. But without a clearly 
defined policy, looking to the fu- 
ture and appealing to all sections, 
a Government cannot hope to jus- 
tify its existence and continue to 
hold office by consent of members 
outside the ranks of its followers.

COAL COMMISSION HOLD SITTING. 


The government coal commission 
has concluded a two day session in 
edmonton, At the Thursday session, 
Mr. WW. A. Lovatt, president of 
North American Collieries, urged the 
creation of a previnelal board to sup- 
erivse coal mining operations and heip 
fecure markets abroad. 

J. Richards, inspector of mines, was 
another witness at the morning ses- 


sioti. He submitted figures to show 
that the province's total output of 
coal jn the four months ending with 


| April had been 1,753,527 tons, which 
worked out to only twenty-six per 
cent. of capacity in the lignite field. 
The total capital invested jin the in- 


dustry was $37,000,000. 
The statement was made by Mr 
Richards that $1!,22!.500 had been | 


lost in the mines that had been aban- 
doned. about 300 mines having been 
closed out of the 726 that had open- 
ed since the beginning of the dndustry. 

Mr. Richards believed that a board 
conetituted on some such lines as the 
pulic utility commission wou]d serve 
a useful purpose. Such a board 
should have power to Check up the 
kinds-and grades of coal shipyed out 
of the province and alto tos” ss upon 
any company that prone” to take 
up new development. 

The commission heard a good deal 
at its sitting in Edson about the living 
and working conditions in the mines 
west of Edmonton. This Evidence 
was submitted in behalf of the miners 
by William Hutchinson, representing 
| the workmen at the Lovett mines; J.

GERMANY WANTS BLOCKADE RAISED. 


y Basel, Oct. 31—-The German government in reply to the Entente, de- 
clining to participate in the blockade against Soviet Russia, asks that the 
blockade be coinpletely raised and that all German ships held in Baltic 
harbors be restored to their owners. 


PERSHING FAVORS SMALLER ARMY. 
Washington, Oct. $1—Disagreeing with the War Department recommeén- 
dations for a permanent army of 500,000, Gen. J. J. Pershing today told a 
joint meeting of the Senate and House Military committee he thought that 
the number could be placed at the outside figure of 275,000 to $300,000, 
and possibly less. 


GERMAN TOWN FINED. 


Mayence, Oct. 31—Gen. Degoutte, French commander, has imposed & 
fine of 60,000 marks on the town of Kaiserlautern, in the Saar region, on 
account of the recent disorders fomented by German poiltical agents. The 
communication of Gen, Degoutte imposing the fine says the French 
authorities will tolerate no movement of a revolutionary character. 


ITALIAN OPINION BACKS D’ANNUNZIO. 

london, Oct, 30—Diplomatic circles here are deeply disturbed over 
late developments with respect to Fiume, Private advices from Italy say 
that public opinion has veered sharply in favor of D’'Annunzio since the 
failure of Tittoni’s proposals, It is felt that the only solution lies in the 
League of Nations. 

12-HOUR DAY IN GERMAN MINES. 

Geneva, Oct. 31—-A general meeting at Mannheim of associations of 
miners and transport workers in the Rhine region, has decided, owing to 
the lack of coal in Southern Germany, (o re-establish the 12-hour day 
with voluntary work on Sunday until the crisis is pissed, according to a 
Basel dispatch. The rate of wages has not been announced, Commercial 
relations between Germany and Italy by way of St. Gothard, has been 
re-opened, 


SIX IMPRISONED WITHOUT CONVICTION. 


Toronto, Oct. 31—Sentenced to prison before having been convicted, 
hen convicted and sentenced again, then winning an appeal which result- 
ed in their conviction being quashed and the regaining of their liberty, 
six men in this city, Menna Maslofa, Matt Blashkow, Chester Clarke, Bon 
Davis, John Boychuk and George Vishlak, are singing the song of free- 
dom today. They had been charged with having Bolehevist literature in 
their possession and their conviction was quashed yesterday by Judge 


Widdifield. 


LITTLE HOPE FOR ENTOMBED MINERS. 


Amsterdam, Ohio, Oct. 31—After having been entombed forty-eight 
hours little hope is held out that the 21 miners entombed in the Youghi- 
ogheny and Ohio mine No, 2 here are still alive. Without food, shut off 
in the north passage of the mine by flames, and with the greater part of 
the mine flooded with water poured into the shaft to beat back the flames, 
mine officials early Friday said they believed few if any of the men could 


have survived. 


GERMAN DEBT IS HUGE SUM. 

Berlin, Oct. 31—The National Assembly 6n Thursday passed the third 
reading of the budget and adjourned until November 20th. Mathias 
Erzberger, the Minister of Finance, said new taxes were expected to yield 
9,000,000,000 marks. As the interest on the national debt would be 8,817,- 
000,000 marks, Herr Hrzberger eaid his estimate of the revenue of 1919 
had previously been fully covered. He said that the national debt amounted 
to 204,000,000,000 marks and by the end of March? 1920, it probably 
would aggregate 212,812,000,000 marks.

London, Nov. 1.—Ypres. sacred soil 
of Canada, is being defiled, according 
to a correspondent who writes to the 
Times as follows: 

The future of Ypres is still uncer- 
tain. No one knows at. present ze 
what extent the town will be rebuilt 
as it was. All that is certain is art 
ithe former population of some 18,000 
souls are now for the most part at 
Paris-Plage and Blankenberghe, ahd 
that most of them are anzious to 
return “home.” There are more than 
a thousand people living in Ypres to- 
day, but these are mainly adventurers 
from Brussels, who have been at- 
tracted by the chance to make money 
out of the visitors. A new Ypres fs 
rising from the ruins of the old, but 
it is a wooden Ypres, of a character 
altogether repulgive to all who realize 
that a querteF million. lives were 
given to md the salient which 
takes ita n trom the town. 

The new Ypres is a place of este- 
minets, of mobs of picture-postcard 
hawkers, of chas-a-bancs and pleasure 
omnibuses, of souvenir hunters and 
noise. There ie a so-called “British 
Tavern” iethe Grand Place iwelf, and 
the road to the Menin Gatqis lined 
with places of refreshment. \In the 
town and its vicinity there are 185 
cafes and estaminets, and everywhere 
among the tumbled heaps of bricks 
and plaster, stone and girders, men 
are eagerly hammering and building 
to increase the number.

ROME, Oct. 31.—The large hydro- 
electric station at Padua collapsed 
with a deafening crash into the Piovo- 
go canal today.

PLANNING BYLAW 
TO REGULATE 
_ STREET TRAFFIC 


City Officials and Auto Owners 
Confer on Revision of Exist- 


ing Bylaw 


A number of important points in 
connection with the introduct ofa 
new bylaw for the controlling traf- 
fic in the city were decided upon on 
Friday morning at a meeting of city 
officials and representatives of the 
police department, auto cluDd, etc. 

One of the most important of the 
decisions is that in the case of all 
vehicular traffic, precedence shall be 
given to the one coming to the right, 
g0 that at all inter-sections and other 
instances phere there is a question 
jof right of way involved, the legal 
right of precedence shall be held by 
the person coming in from the right. 

All persons with horse drawn ve- 
hicleg and those riding bicycles are to 
observe the same regulations in pass- 
ing standing street cars as motorists, 
that is, they must draw up for the 
alighting of passengers. 

Another feature js that the city 
commissioners will be authoriged to 
;put up signs in the centre of inter- 
seotions which will act as _ traffic 
|guides and denote the route to be 
taken. 

Street car conductors and the police 
are both to have the right to author- 
ize the moving of traffic at 
|so that unnecessary delay may not 
;be occasioned by the vehicles being 
jheld up.
